Construction  of  a  much-needed,  long-awaited  Utah  County 
jail  facility  will  begin  shortly  after  bids  are  let  in  February. 

Utah  County  residents  and  “inmates”  of  the  present  jail 
will  see  a  two-story  wing  built  on  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
present  Eldred  Center,  1775  Dakota  Lane,  Provo.  “This 
10,000-square-foot  wing  will  house  maximum  security 
prisoners  incarcerated  at  the  jail,”  according  to  Mrs.  Mark 
Wood,  administrative  assistant  to  the  County  Commissioners. 

She  said  20,000  square  feet  of  the  present  building  will 
also  be  remodeled.  The  facility,  when  completed,  will  house 
the  Utah  County  Sheriff’s  office,  minimum  security  prisoners 
on  work-release  programs,  the  Timpanogos  Mental  Health 
In-Patient  Center,  a  laundry,  Meals  On  Wheels  (which  will 
furnish  food  for  the  mental  health  center  patients  and  jail 
prisoners),  maximum  security  prisoners,  as  well  as  counseling 
rooms,  a  psychiatric  center,  a  youth  detention  section  and 
exercise  rooms  for  prisoners. 

“A  security  cellport,  to  take  prisoners  in  and  out  of 
maximum  security,  will  also  be  constructed,”  commented 
Mrs.  Wood. 

Utah  County  Sheriff  Mack  Holley  said  he  has  been  trying 
to  persuade  people  in  the  community  to  build  a  new  jail 
facility  since  1960.  New  Jail  facilities  have  been  discussed  in 
the  County  since  1940,  he  said. 

In  1935,  Utah  County  purchased  a  defunct  water  pump 
factory  located  at  1251  W.  Center,  Provo,  and  remodeled  it 
into  a  jail.  “This  jail  facility  has  never  really  been  satisfactory 
and  is  really  out  of  date,”  said  Holley. 

“In  the  early  1960s,  a  trend  started  throughout  the 
country  for  rehabilitation  of  prisoners.  Last  year,  because  of 
this  rehabilitation  trend,  the  upper  floor  of  the  remodeled 
water  pump  factory-jail  was  remodeled  again  for  a  work 
release  program,”  explained  Holley.  “This  remodeled  facility 
is  already  overloaded.  Probably  one  half  of  all  the  prisoners 
incarcerated  in  the  county  jail  are  on  a  work  release 
program.”

The  proposed  21-26  June  dates  still  must  be  firmed  up 
with  Salt  Lake  Valley  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau.  If  the 
arrangementsare  confirmed,  it  would  be  the  first  time  a 
national  political  party  held  its  presidential  convention  in 
Utah. 


U.N.  adopts  pro-Palestine  measures 


UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  —  The  General  Assembly 
adopted  two  pro-Palestinian  resolutions  Monday,  drawing 
heated  reaction  from  Israel,  and  set  the  stage  for  a  vote  later 
on  a  third  measure  equating  Zionism  with  racism.  It,  too, 
appeared  certain  to  pass. 

One  of  the  approved  resolutions,  adopted  by  a  vote  of 
93-18  with  27  abstentions,  in  effect  bypasses  Security 
Council  decisions  about  Israel’s  right  to  existence  and  stresses 
instead  the  rights  of  the  Palestinians  to  return  to  their  homes 
and  property.

Work  began  on  the  temple  immediately  after  the  site  was 
dedicated  by  Elder  George  A.  Smith  on  Nov.  9,  1871. 

The  construction  of  a  temple  in  St.  George  had  been  a 
question  with  the  people  from  the  beginning  of  its 
settlement,  according  to  N.B.  Lundwall  in  “Temples  of  the 
Most  High.”  On  April  15,  1871,  President  Brigham  Young 
instructed  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  that  the  day  had  arrived 
that  a  temple  should  be  built. 

Following  the  groundbreaking  and  dedication  of  the  site, 
work  on  the  excavation  began  immediately,  but  a  problem 
was  encountered. 

Several  springs  were  discovered  and  seepage  threatened  to 
ruin  the  foundation,  according  to  Lundwall.  To  alleviate  the 
problem,  a  deep  drainage  canal  was  dug  and  thousands  of 
tons  of  volcanic  rock  were  hauled  in  and  pounded  into  the 
earth  with  an  improvised  pile  driver. 

The  pile  driver  was  a  100-pound  weight  made  from  a 
cannon  used  in  the  Mexican  War,  filled  with  lead  and 
surrounded  with  cottonwood  bark. 

After  the  foundation  was  completed,  at  a  cost  of  over 
$100,000,  Lundwall  said  the  cornerstone  was  laid  by 
President  Brigham  Young  and  others  on  April  1,  1874. 
President  Young  offered  the  dedicatory  prayer  at  these  rites. 

By  Jan.  1,  1877,  the  lower  story  of  the  temple  was  ready 
for  use.  On  Jan.  9,  1872,  baptisms  for  the  dead  were 
administered,  and  endowments  for  the  dead  were  given  two 
days  later.  President  Young  spent  much  time  during  the 


temple 


months  ot  January,  February  and  March  explaining  the  rules 
and  ceremonies  of  temple  service,  according  to  Lundwall. 

The  walls  were  constructed  of  sandstone  from  the  temple 
quarry,  and  plastered  with  coatings  of  white  stucco. 

More  than  one  million  feet  of  lumber  was  used  to 
construct  the  building,  Lundwall  said.  Much  of  the  lumber 
was  hauled  80  miles  from  Mt.  Trumbull’s  steam  sawmill  and 
other  pineries. 

The  completed  building  measured  about  141  by  93  feet, 
with  outside  walls  rising  84  feet  from  foundation  to 
castellated  parapets  and  175  feet  to  the  top  of  the  vane  on 
the  tower. 

On  April  6,  1877,  the  temple  was  dedicated.  Workers  on 
the  temple,  at  the  site,  at  the  rock  quarries,  and  with  the 
lumber,  numbered  240. 

Although  there  were  injuries  in  constructing  the  temple,  no 
hves  were  lost.  This  was  in  keeping  with  the  promise  made  by 
President  Young  “that  there  would  not  be  any  persons  who 
would  lose  their  lives  on  any  works  of  this  temple.”  Heber 
Jarvis,  a  worker  on  the  temple,  recorded  this,  adding  his  own 
recollection  of  injuries  occurring,  but  no  deaths. 

In  General  Conference,  April  10,  1898,  President  Wilford 
Woodruff  testified  that  the  men  who  laid  the  foundation  of 
the  American  government  and  signed  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  had  called  on  him  in  the  temple  at  St.  George 
for  two  consecutive  nights  demanding  that  the  ordinances  of 
the  temple  be  done  for  them.  Their  work  was  then 
performed. 


MORRISTOWN,  N.J.  (AP)  -  A  judge 
ruled  Monday  that  doctors  may  not  unhook 
a  life-sustaining  respirator  from  Karen  Anne 
Quinlan,  who  has  been  in  a  coma  for  several 
months. 

“It  is  a  medical  decision  whether  or  not 
Karen  should  be  removed  from  the 
respirator,”  said  Superior  Court  Judge 
Robert  Muir  Jr.  “Just  as  that  decision  is  a 
medical  one,  the  continued  care  and 
treatment  of  Karen  is  a  medical  one.” 

Muir  said  Karen’s  father,  Joseph,  “is  very 


obviously  anguished  over  his  decision  to 
terminate  what  he  considers  the 
extraordinary  care  of  his  daughter.” 

He  said  that  because  of  that  anguish  and 
inner  conflict,  he  would  not  allow  Quinlan 
to  participate  in  the  day-to-day  decisions 
over  the  care  of  his  daughter. 

Therefore,  Muir  appointed  Daniel  R. 
Coburn  as  Miss  Quinlan’s  guardian  in  all 
medical  matters. 

Muir  quoted  previous  court  rulings  saying 
“There  is  no  constitutional  right  to  die.”

Art  McKinaly,  president  of 
the  Student  Development 
Association,  said  he  is 
optimistic  the  entire 
$100,000  goal  can  be  raised 
before  .the  telefund  ends  this 
Friday. 

“We  are  very  pleased  with 
the  generous  contributions,” 
said  McKinaly.

The  gala  party  continues  in 
the  restaurant  atop  the 
building  confident  that  the 
impressive  safety  features 
incorporated  into  the 
building’s  construction  would 
handle  a  small  fire.  Lanis 
Alligood,  manager  of  the 
Varsity  Theater,  who 
previewed  the  movie  Monday 
said,  “They  cut  so  many 
corners  half  their  safety 


exploding  gas  lines  cut  off 
elevators,  and  an  emergency 
exit  is  blocked  by  a  carelessly 
overturned  wheelbarrow  of 
solidified  cement.

“Mr.  Smith,”  a  1939  production,  stars 
Jimmy  Stewart,  Jean  Arthur,  Claude  Rains, 
Thomas  Mitchell  and  Edward  Arnold. 
Stewart  plays  a  naive,  wholesome 
scoutmaster  who  is  appointed  on  a  whim  to 
the  United  States  Senate  to  fill  a  vacancy. 
Rains  plays  the  state’s  other  senator,  whom 
Stewart  discovers  to  be  corrupt.  Stewart 
then  fights  the  corruption  of  his  colleague. 

“Mr.  Smith”  was  produced  in  the  year 
that  critics  have  often  called  the  best  for 
films,  according  to  Wayne  Hentschel,  film 
society  director.  Also  produced  in  1939 
were  such  screen  giants  as  “Gone  With  the 
Wind,”  “Wizard  of  Oz,”  “Of  Mice  and  Men” 
and  John  Ford’s  “Stagecoach.” 

Hentschel  said  Capra  was  one  of  few 
directors  in  Hollywood  who  was  able  to 
handle  subjects  in  film  that  might  be  labeled 
“corny,”  and  turn  them  into  cinematically 


good  motion  pictures  because 
performances  elicited  from  the  actors.

This  opportunity  will 
open  new  vistas  in  the  leader’s  lives  in 
meeting  and  discussing  areas,  such  as 
music  and  the  arts  that  they  may  have 
thought  about  but  never  actually 
pursued  before. 

All  of  the  group  leaders  will  have 
lesson  plans  for  guidelines  in  working 
with  their  groups,  six-  of  which  involve* 
cohesion,  self-evaluation,  educational 
planning,  goal  setting  and 
implementation,  and  a  good  working 
knowledge  of  the  extent  of  the 
university’s  resources  and  how  to 
function  effectively  within  the  BYU’s 
new  general  education  programs,  she 
said. 

These  subjects  would  be  in  the  fields 
of  problem  solving,  study  skills, 
decision-making,  listening,  friendship 
skijls,  careers  and  majors,  scholarly 
pursuits,  awareness,  creativity, 
self-worth,  serving  others  and  spiritual 
understandings. 

Growing  program 

“This  is  a  growing  program,  both  for

These  include  the  philosophy  of 
general  education  and  its  requirements, 
student  involvement  and  how  to  handle 
finances  in  school.”

In  student  evaluations  of  their 
reference  group  experience  in  the  pilot 
program,  comments  such  as  these  were 
made:  “I  am  thoroughly  enjoying  my 
education  here  at  the  Y.  Talking  and 
participating  in  this  class  has  enhanced 
this  feeling.  The  idea  of  having  a  greater' 
pool  of  knowledge  is  very  inviting  to 
me.  The  reference  group  concept  is  a 
good  example  of  how  a  big  college  can 
in  reality,  and  in  fact,  reach 
individuals.”  And,  “The  reference 
group— is  refreshing.” 

‘‘Of  course  not  all  students  are 
pleased  with  the  groups  of  these 
enthusiasts,”  said  Dr.  Rohde,  “but  it  is 
heartening  to  know  the  majority  of 
comments  were  highly  receptive  to  this 
new  concept.”

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  -  A  federal  judge  Monday  entered 
a  plea  of  innocent  for  Patricia  Hearst  on  federal  bank 
robbery  and  weapons  charges. 

U.S.  District  Court  Judge  Oliver  J.  Carter  entered  the  plea 
after  Miss  Hearst’s  attorney  refused  to  do  so,  saying  he 
disputed  the  judge’s  ruling  that  the  newspaper  hieress  was 
competent  to  stand  trial. 

“If  Miss  Hearst  stands  mute,  then  the  court  will  enter  a 
plea  of  not  guilty  to  the  indictment  on  these  charges,”  Carter 
said. 

Questioned  by  the  judge,  U.S.  Atty.  James  Browning 
estimated  it  would  take  two  weeks  to  present  the 
government’s  case,  excluding  the  time  needed  to  pick  a  jury. 

More  time 

When  defense  attorney  Albert  Johnson  was  asked  by  the 
judge  how  long  the  defense  would  need  to  present  its  case  he 
said,  “Because  of  the  stated  opinion  .  .  .  that  she  presently  is 
incompetent  and  can’t  aid  presently  in  her  defense,  I  can’t 
say,  except  that  .she  needs  a  great  deal  of  time.” 

Johnson  said  he  believes  that  Carter’s  ruling  on  Friday 
“distorts  the  findings  of  the  psychiatrists  who  examined 
her.” 

Also  on  Monday’s  court  agenda  was  a  post-hearing 
conference  among  attorneys  on  whether  Miss  Hearst  should 
be  flown  to  Los  Angeles  for  arraignment  on  state  kidnaping, 
robbery  and  assault  charges.  Los  Angeles  authorities  said, 
however,  it  was  “highly  unlikely”  she  would  be  moved 
before  her  trial  here  is  completed. 

New  act 

The  government  had  urged  the  judge  to  set  trial  opening  on 
or  before  Dec.  27  to  comply  with  requirements  of  the  new 
federal  Speedy  Trial  Act. 

The  new  law,  still  untested  in  appeals  courts,  requires  that 
a  defendant  go  to  trial  within  90  days  after  arraignment.  The 
law  took  effect  Sept.  29.

STOCKHOLM  (AP)  - 
Adriano  Panatta  of  Italy 
upset  Jimmy  Connors  of  the 
United  States  in  a  tense 
match  4-6,  6-3,  7-5  Sunday 
and  won  the  $100,000 
Stockholm  Open  Tennis 
Tournament. 

Panatta’s  sensational 
victory,  in  the  world’s  biggest 
indoor  tournament,  came 
after  a  two-hour  struggle  with 
the  heavily  favored  American. 

This  was  the  third  time  this 
yeat  that  Connors  was  upset 
in  a  final  of  a  major 
tournament.  Arthur  Ashe, 
beaten  by  Panatta  in  straight 
sets  in  the  quarterfinals  of 
this  tourney,  shocked 
Connors  at  Wimbledon,  and 
two  months  later,  Spain’s 
Manuel  Orantes  crushed  the 
young  left-hander  in  the  U.S. 
Open  at  Forest  Hills,  N.Y. 

This  was  the  biggest  victory 
for  the  25-year  old  Panatta. 
He  earned  $15,000  and  80 
valuable  Grand  Prix  points, 
increasing  his  chances  to 
qualify  for  the  Masters  final 
here  Nov.  30-Dec.  7. 

The  eight  best  players  in 
the  point  standings  at  the  end 
of  the  season  will  play  in  the 
Masters.  Since  Connors  is 
skipping  that  tournament,  the 
eighth  birth  still  is  a  battle 
among  Panatta  and  four 
others  Jaime  Fillol  of  Chile, 
Raul  Ramirez  of  Mexico,  and 
Americans  Eddie  Dibbs  and 
Harold  Solomon. 

Connors  dropped  his 
service  in  the  11th  game  of 
the  third  set  after  missing  two 


volleys  and  then  netting  a 
half-volley  on  the  final  point. 

That  proved  to  be  the 
decisive  break  of  the  match.

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Issue:  I  recently  purchased  a  B  parking  sticker 
and  soon  realized  that  it  is  practically  useless, 
because  I  can  never  find  a  place  to  park  in  a 
,  B  zone!  This  must  mean  that  more  B  parking 
stickers  are  issued  than  there  are  parking  spaces 
available  or  that  many  have  pyrchased  B  stickers 
illegally.  What  is  happening  here  and  what  can 
be  done  about  it? 

Answer:  Our  office  first  contacted  Chief  Robert 
Kelshaw  and  then  presented  the  case  to  J.  Elliot 
Cameron,  dean  of  Student  Life  who  began  an 
investigation.  A  computer  printout  was  made 
which  listed  possible  violators  who  had  B  stickers 
but  less  than  64  hours  credit.  Dean  Cameroh 
audited  the  list  and  eliminated  the  names  of 
graduate  students,  transfer  students,  law  stu¬ 
dents  and  those  who  drive  motorcycles  who  may 
have  less  than  64  hours  but  are  eligible  for  B 
stickers.  There  remained  a  total  of  318  students 


who  may  not  be  eligible.  In  this  group  there 
were  136  freshmen  and  182  sophomores. 

Two  things  have  been  accomplished  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  this  investigation.  First,  the  Security  Office 
will  write  a  letter  to  each  possible  violator  and 
ask  that  the  B  sticker  be  removed  and  replace  it 
with  a  proper  one.  If  they  don't  comply  they  will 
ibe  referred  to  University  Standards  for  violation 
of  the  Honor  Code.  Secondly,  the  Security  Office 
is  now  instituting  a  process  by  which  they  can 
verify  eligibility  for  parking  stickers  before  issu¬ 
ing  them. 

The  real  problem  however  may  not  rest  with 
violations,  but  with  the  number  of  stickers  sold 
and  the  space  "'available.  Information  is  forth¬ 
coming  on  that  subject.
